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NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


The revolution in Eastern Roumelia, which has been unfortunately the cause for 
embroiling Servia and Bulgaria with each other, has given another opportunity 
for Jews to display their usual loyalty to their legitimate rulers. In Sofia, 
Rutechuk, Widdin, and other Bulgarian towns, the utmost enthusiasm was dis- 
played by the Jewswhen the news of the union became known. Spe- 
cial services were held in the synagogues, deputations with congratulatory 
addresses waited upon Ministers and Prefects, large sums were subscribed 
towards the expenses of military preparations, and a Jewish legion of three nun- 
dred men, fully equipped, was formed with the object of aiding in the defence of 
the country. In Philippopolis, the capital of Eastern Roumelia, onthe other hand, 
the patriotism of the Jews was enlisted on a different side, but still on that 
of established law and order. There they declared their continued attach- 
ment to the Sultan, and even a month after the insurrection they stated 
that they will only obey the new Governinent when. his Imperial Majesty shall 
have formally renounced his sovereign rights and ceded them to the Prince of 
Bulgaria. 


The Bulgarian districts nearest to the Servian: frontier do not contain 
Jewish populations of any numerical importance ; but one locality, viz., 
Widdin, after which Servia is strongly hankering, has a comparatively 
large Jewish community. The Jewish inhabitantey of this town numbered three 
years ago, about 1,200 souls, or nearly two-thirds as many as the entire Jewish 
population of Servia. 


The Jewish subjects of Prince Alexander, who have had nothing to com 
plain of at the hands of the energetic and enlightened Prince Alexander, 
would not suffer as Jews from being transferred to the rule of King Milan. 
In Servia, the Jewish question has never been of so acute a character as in the 
neighbouring kingdom of Roumania, although it would ve idle to deny that in 
the former country Jews were frequently and sorely persecuted. The reason 
for the difference in the treatment of the Jews in the two countries is to be 
found in the character of the Servian people, in its political organization, in the 
firmness of its government, andto a great extent also in the small number of 
Jews residing in the country, 1,800 to 2,000 at the most. Since the conclusion 
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of the Berlin Treaty, Servia has loyally executed her obligations towards the: 


Jews, to whom this instruinent granted emancipation. Even before 1878, a 
Jew, M. Abraham .Oser, of Beigrade, was elected a member of the Great 
Assembly (Skuptschina), and this gentleman and another Jew named Mustapha, 
of Nisch, were designated by their Sovereign 4s members of the Skuptschina, 
which met in December 1880. Many Jews took part in the campaign of 
1876-7, four being decorated, two as inilitary surgeons, and two for bravery on 
the field. We may therefore regard with cquanimity, in so far as the in- 
terests of Bulgarian and Servian Jews are concerned. the outcome of the pre- 
sent sanguinary struggle in South-Eastern Europe. 


[t is satisfactory to find that the movement for establishing religion classes 
in connection with the metropolitan synagogues is extending. Last week at the 
distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Religion Classes conducted by the Rev. 
S. Singer, it was announced by Mr. H. Bentwitch that similar classes were about to 
be formed at the Central and Dalston Synagogues. We are not quite certain 
that the declaration was not somewhat premature. The ministers at both the 
places of worship have, no doubt, the desire to place their services at the disposal 
of their respective flocks for the purpose, but lay enthusiasm appears to be 
wanting at least as regards the Central Synagogue where there is less “ cohesion ” 
among the members than perhaps in any other congregation. We cannot too 
often insist upon the clear duty in this matter of the managers of syna- 
gognes. It is undoubtedly important that the service should be well ‘con- 
ducted and that attention should be given to the material position of the corpo- 
ration. But the spiritual welfare of the rising generation must have full con. 
sideration too. This cannot be sufficiently safeguarded without some means of 
imparting religious instraction quite apart from the prayers and’ sermons. 
If children are to be attached to their faith they must understand it. A properly 
organised Religion Class directed by the minister, but not necessarily taught by 
him, must be established in every congregation before we can consider our 
arrangements adapted to the religious instruction of the young, and their 
consequent attachinent to the faith of cheir fathers sufficiently regarded. 


Under the heading of “ Popes and Jews in the States of the Church,” the Rev. 
i Dr. A. Tanner has published a brochure in Switzerland, with the object of showing 
. by means of historical data, that long before civil states had granted to the Jews 
civil and religious rights, the Popes had recognised and defended these rights 
. and liberty of conscience, thereby raising themselves high above their times. 
The work is full of instances in support of the author’s contention, the earliest 
papal decree quoted being one of Nicholas V. (1447), who ordered that Jews 
should not be disturbed in their religious freedom. He further rebuked priests 
for inciting Christians against Jews, and peremptorily forbad any attempts 
being made to force Jews into embracing Christianity. About one hundred years 
later Julius IIT. anew prohibited any attempts to tear Jewish children away from 
their parents, and, in violation of the prescriptions of the Church, to baptise them 
by force. Had such liberal sentiments been entertained in the time of Pius IX., 
the Mortara scandal would never have been heard of. Daring the rule of Mar- 
cellus II., an incident happened similar to one which occurred a few years ago ia 
Hungary. Some Jews were accused of having crucified a Christian child ; but 


through the wise precautions of Cardinal Farnese. the real murderers (Christians) 
were discovered and punished. Pins Ifl., Pius V., Paul Paul IV., and 
Gsregory XII. granted or confirmed to the Jews many valuable privileges ; 
Sixtus denounced any ill-treatment or insult to Jews, ind ordered a severe 
punishment to anyone who disobeyed his injunctions in this res pect The punish-

Prince of Israel, the late Sir Moses Montefiore—(lond cheers), or his nephew, Mr 
Joseph Sebag-Montefiore, could be so deseribed (No,no). My coreligionists will 
not fail also. to remember that Mr. Gladstone, in 1841, moved the rejection of the 
Jews’ Declaration Bill, insisting that the * profession of a Jew was in itself in the 
nature of a disqualification for legislative office,” therefore proving himself, in his 
own person, to he the greatest enemy of our race.—On Wednesday evening a crowded 
and enthusiastic meeting took place in the large hall of St. Paul's Schools, Wellclose 
Square, in support of Mr, Samuel Montagu’s candidature. Mr. Hugh E. Hoare pre- 
sided, and Mr. Charles Russell, Y.C., M.P., spoke in favour of the candidate. Among 
the questions put to Mr. Montagu was “ whether the assertion was correct that he 
had dismissed a man from employment, leaving him with his wife and nine children 
to starve.” Mr. Montagu stated, in reply, that the person in question was dismissed 
from a Board, of which Mr. Montagu was an ordinary member, for misconduct ; and 
with regard to the wife and children, £85 were made up for their benefit. to which 
sum Mr. Montagu contributed £10. In reply to another question, Mr. Montaga 
stated that he had emphatically ordered that no one way to put pressure on the 
electors on his behalf. The resolution pledging themselves to support Mr. Montagu’s 
candidature in every legitimate way was carried unanimously and amid. gréat 
acclamation.
